The total capacity of all pumps at the 
station now is about 140,000,000 gal- 
lons daily and this is divided so that 
adequate reserve pumpage is main- 
tained at all times to safeguard 
against any possible breakdown of the 
plant.

I'urther, nothing 
that has been accomplished since mau 
ha: learned to set down his deeds is 
thal” so marvelous as the invention of 
iwriting. The discovery of fire throws 
all our invertious into the shade. If 
‘we can defy space with our locomo- 
tives, our automobiles and our. air- 
planes, it is because primitive man 
(with supreme courage dared to play 
'with fire. He made bronze tools by 
lits aid. If we can at will secure a 
jhook that sums up the knowledge of 
| 5,000 years upon any subject, it is 
| because primitive man recorded his 
, deeds in picture writing later. <A pet 
jdelusion of ours is that conditions 
| have always changed rapidly. 
Things have changed rapidly since 
‘the age of mechanical inventions be- 


j}gan, but let us travel back from 1750

Popular govern- 
ment had made some advance from 
the days of Rameses, but it had hard- 
lv reached the standard of Athens. 
The Hebrews were the first to put 
into operation the ideas of democracy, 
(and their stately and sublime litera- 
ture still vibrates with living interest 
ito the student of human nature, to 
sa, nothing of the living Christ who 
was born of this nation. 

While history has recorded facts. 
wars. the advance of government and 
the deeds of men, it falls far short of 
literature in recording the thoughts. 
ideals, and ambitions of the ages, 
The real purpose of studying litera- 
ture should be to enhance the value 
of life. Time would fail us to enume- 
rate the contributions of Greece, 
Rome, England and the Orient, to 
the living past, but it was largely 
through such contributions that our 
social order has come to he as it is. 
Surely then the task before us of 
making our contribution to future 
ages seems worth our best effort.

The dinner was the annual meeting 
of the American institute of New 
York. On a platform for the “speak- 
ers” John V. Breisky, of the West- 
inghouse Electric & Manufacturing 
company, placed a pail of mixed gaso- 
line and kerosene. 

Beside it he set a photo-electric eve, 
a vacuum tube resembling an electric 
light globe, se senstitive to light that 
it registers minute changes faster 
than the human eye can perceive 
them. Attached’ electrically to the 
photo-eye was a carbon dioxide fire 
extinguishing appartus, set to guard 
the pail of explosive liquids. 

Mr. Breisky lighted a match and 
when it was flaming strong said: 
“Now watch.” 

He thrust it into the pail, which 
flared with fire, but almost as quick 
as the flame was the photo-electric 
eye, which translated the light from 
the pail into an electric impulse that 
shot the fire extinguisher over the sur- 
face, 

In a split second the demonstration 
was over, a light pall of smoke over 
the pail the only reminder of the 
thrill. 

Another photo-electric eye counted 
the guests, catching them as_ they 
passed through a slender beam of light. 
Similar “eyes” sorted packages, op- 
erating an automatic device. Whenever 
any package lacking a label passed 
before the “eye,” it was yanked out 
of the moving procession. Color sort- 
ing was demonstrated, including that 
domestic problem that sometimes 
causes argument, known as matching 
colors.

JOHNSTON'S FOES HIT 
RESIGNATION OF AID 


Oklahoma City, Okla., February 7. 
(P)—Effeet of the resignation of Mrs. 


'O. O. Hammonds on the impeachment 


trial of Governor Henry S. Johnston, 
whom she served as confidential secre- 
tary, tonight constituted a question 
mark that promised to exist at least 
until the trial starts before the sen- 
ate court next Monday. Mrs. Ham- 
monds resigned late yesterday. 
Officially, the legislature took no 
eognizance of the announced retire- 
ment of Mrs. Hammonds, who has 
performed no duties in the governor's 


office since Johnston was suspended 
January 21. Individual members of 
the honse of representatives, however, 
speculated freely on the possible bear- 
ing it might have on the impeach- 
ment trial. 

Little comment was forthcoming 
from members of the senate who wil! 
sit as judges on Johnston's trial, on 
the ground that their statements 
might be interpreted as being pre- 
judicial. C. S. Storms, president pro 
tempore of the senate, said it was his 
personal opinion that the senate 
would be governed by nothing but 
evidence produced against the sus- 
pended governor in his trial. 

Resignation Predicted. 

H. Tom Kight, unrelenting foe of 
ezlohnston’s administration and a lead- 
ing member of the house investigating 
committee, predicted the resignation 
several hours before it was made pub- 
lie yesterday, and warned that Mrs. 
Hammonds would be restored to her 
position if Johnston were returned to 
office by the senate. 

FE. P. Hill, committee attorney. who 
was defeated for democratic renomina- 
tion to the house of representatives 
from Littsburgh county last summer 
by a pro-administration opponent, is- 
sued a brief but pungent statement of 
comment. 

“The suspended governor in his des- 
peration to save himself has sacrificed 
the little woman.” Hill said. “It will 
very

Dr. O. O. Hammonds, husband of

The health commissioner declared 
that the wording of Mrs. Hammonds’ 
letter of resignation, addressed to the 
governor, showed that she did not re- 
tire under fire, as it was stated in 
local newspapers. 

Chief Justice Charles W. Mason, of 
the state supreme court, who under 
constitutional provision, is slated to 
preside over the governor’s impeach- 
ment trial, was under fire again to- 
day in the house subcommittee in- 
vestigating the judiciary. B. F. Sea- 
man, Tulsa real*estate operator, told 
the committee that employment — of 
Wayne Bayless, Claremore, Okla., at- 
torney, for his alleged influence over 
Mason, was suggested by another at- 
toerney who was representing him in a 
case before the supreme court.
